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Jobs vow 
if college 
takes over 
The Public 

JOBS will be created if The 
Public is transformed into a 
sixth-form centre for hun¬ 
dreds of students, a 
Sandwell College boss has 
said. 

Vice principal Scott Upton 
said the number of A-level 
and AS-level students would 
double if the college’s sixth 
form took over the arts 
centre in West Bromwich, 
and new teaching staff 
would be needed. 

But he said it was too early 
to be specific about the 
number of jobs. 

It comes as opposition to 
the idea continues to grow. 
More than 1,370 people have 
signed an online petition 
against it. 

Martin Jones, who was 
manager of drum and bass 
DJ and graffiti artist Goldie 
between 1984 and 1990, is 
the latest critic of the move. 

Mr Jones said: “Having 
battled for so long for the 
borough to have decent arts 
facilities, why must 
Sandwell have them 
snatched away? 

“There would seem to be 
very powerful interests at 
play to make this sixth-form 
move a fait accompli. 

“It would be shameful if 
they were to walk into a 
facility paid for by the tax¬ 
payer, via the Arts Council, 
specifically for the arts, and 
use it for their own empire 
building.”

CHURCHGOERS' FURY 
JIT PARKING TICKETS

A GROUP of elderly and dis¬ 
abled motorists in Oldbury 
were furious when they were 
slapped with £50 parking 
tickets while they were at 
morning mass. 

They were mystified as to why they were 
given parking tickets because, they say, 
churchgoers have been parking in the same 
place for more than eight years. 

The tickets were issued on Sunday to eight 
cars, including those with blue disability 
badges, by wardens while the drivers were 
attending mass at Our Lady and St Hubert’s 
Catholic Church at the junction of Wolver¬ 
hampton Road and Bleakhouse Road. 

The cars were parked on a patch of pave¬ 
ment off Bleakhouse Road, where parish 
priest Father Peter Blundell said they had 
parked for at least eight years. 

He said the only reason he could think that 
they were ticketed is because the road mark¬ 
ings had changed from yellow to a red route. 
He said there had been no consultation with 
the church over the changes. 

Dispensation 

Furious pensioners, some in wheelchairs, 
pleaded to have the penalty charges over¬ 
turned but were refused. One of those to get a 
ticket was Mary Docker, 59. The former Black- 
heath councillor and blue badge holder, who 
suffers from multiple sclerosis, claimed the 
church had been granted special dispensation 
for disabled parking outside. 

She said: “When I arrived with my two 
young grandchildren there were two officers 
waiting to dish out tickets. I told them that the 
church had special dispensation for disabled 
parking and suggested that they check with 
their manager. But when I came out there was 
a ticket on my car. 

“It’s so unfair. I can’t walk any great dis¬ 
tance and I worry that I might not be able to 
continue attending the church where I’ve 
been going for many years.” 

Councillor Maria Crompton, Sandwell 
Council cabinet member for highways and the 
environment, said: “Where red lines have 
been painted on the road the regulations 
include the footpath. Parking on footpaths 
causes obstructions for pedestrians which are 
quite dangerous. There is an appeals process 
which allows drivers to state their case and 
each one will be considered on its merits.”

Councils 
facing a 
threat of 
pay strikes 

THOUSANDS of council 
staff in the West Midlands 
could strike over a ‘paltry’ 
one per cent pay rise offer, it 
has been revealed. 

The Unison union is 
asking members whether 
they want to take industrial 
action after local govern¬ 
ment workers were offered 
their first pay increase in 
three years. 

They say the offer will 
mean an effective cut in 
their pay. 

The union’s national 
leaders say they believe it is 
the best offer achievable by 
negotiation, and that only 
industrial action can 
improve it. 

They are now holding a 
ballot before a decision is 
made. 

In Wolverhampton the 
union represents 5,000 
workers, along with 4,000 
each in Dudley, Sandwell 
and Walsall and 6,500 in 
Staffordshire. 

Dudley Council leader and 
vice-chairman of the Local 
Government Association 
David Sparks said: “An offer 
has been made aimed at the 
lower end of the pay scale. 

“I would hope that the 
workforce would accept that 
offer.” 

But Unison’s Sandwell 
branch secretary Richard 
Alonzo said: “In terms of the 
hardship our workers have 
suffered we don’t feel that 
we can recommend they 
accept this offer.” 

Nappy power 
plant closes 

A £5 million power plant for 
turning used nappies into 
energy, has closed suddenly 
with the loss of 14 jobs. 

Knowaste, which opened 
in 2011, was the first facility 
of its kind in the UK. Hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of tons of 
used nappies were processed 
at the site in Kelvin Way, 
West Bromwich. 

But bosses say the base is 
too small and they have 
launched a search for new 
premises. 

The company has not 
revealed where the new base 
will be. 
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Pet owners face action on dog mess 


POLICE in Tipton are cracking 
down on inconsiderate pet owners 
who leave behind dog mess. 

Officers have been teaming up 
with wardens from Sandwell 
Council to launch the initiative, fol¬ 
lowing concerns from Tipton Green 
residents. 

They have been patrolling and 
speaking to residents and dog 
walkers in Victoria Park and the 


surrounding areas, including Baker 
Street and Davis Avenue. 

The police said the initiative had 
also been launched to tackle anti¬ 
social behaviour in the area. These 
were two of the priorities earmarked 
by residents. 

The team were out speaking to 
people in Tipton Green, who flagged 
up dog fouling, speeding motorists 
and street drinking. 


Sergeant Dave Rogers, from the 
Tipton Green Neighbourhood 
Team, said: “We have been out in the 
neighbourhood working with dog 
wardens to target dog fouling and 
anti-social behaviour in Tipton 
Green. 

Both issues have been highlighted 
to us by members of the community. 

“As part of the action we also 
spoke to local people and encour¬ 


aged them to share any concerns 
they have. 

“Anyone with issues they would 
like us to tackle can call us on 101 or 
email tiptongreen@west-mid- 
lands. pnn. police .uk. ” 

Last month the speeds of more 
than 350 cars were checked in a 
police operation after residents’ 
concerns about driving in Bloom¬ 
field Road and Park Road West. 


Banned woman avoids 
jail for breach of Asbo 


A WOMAN so notorious that 
she was banned from 
Sandwell, narrowly avoided an 
immediate jail sentence for the 
latest breach of her anti-social 
behaviour order. 

Samantha Truslove, of Ivy House 
Lane, Coseley, and boyfriend Frankie 
O’Donnell, were evicted from their 
council home and banned from the 
borough for five years after making their 
neighbours’ lives a misery. 

Twenty-three-year-old Truslove and 
26-year-old O’Donnell were forced out of 
their flat in Blackheath when it was 
repossessed. 

And Truslove appeared before magis¬ 
trates this week over a breach of her 
Asbo. 

She was described by magistrates as a 
prolific offender as she avoided an imme¬ 
diate jail sentence after telling the court 
she wanted to turn her life around. 

Slumped 

In the latest breach, she was seen by 
police near West Bromwich High Street 
staggering around, only able to stand up 
with the support of the man beside her. 

Soon afterwards, at about 9pm on Feb¬ 
ruary 23, police found her inside Dixie 
Chicken on the High Street where she 
was slumped in a chair with an unopened 
can of lager beside her. 

Defending, Mr Mandeep Bassi said 
Truslove had been going to meetings at a 
Christian organisation this year. 

He added: “She is now sick and tired of 
her lifestyle. She is aware of the prob¬ 
lems she’s causing society and the harm 
she is causing to herself.” 

Truslove was sentenced to 12 weeks in 
prison, suspended for 12 months. She 
was also ordered to pay £80 towards 
costs.

Firefighters' contest

Paul Ratcliffe of the West Midlands 
Fire Service’s Young Firefighters’ Asso¬ 
ciation said they would present the 
Walsall crest to Mulhouse while they 
were there. 


THIS was the scene after a fire at 
a scrapyard in Smethwick. 

Mangled and charred remains 
of cars were left after flames took 
hold at the site in Lath Lane, in 
Smethwick last week. 

It was the third scrapyard fire in 
the Black Country in days. 

More than 20 firefighters 
attended the site on Thursday 
night and were dousing flames 
until the early hours of the follow¬ 
ing morning. 

The huge blaze was visible from 


the M5 and motorists reported the 
fire after spotting the flames from 
the motorway. An investigation 
was continuing to determine what 
started the fire, which involved a 
number of small explosions as 
pressurised systems in the cars 
gave way. 

Firefighter Keith Clarke said: 
“It was quite spectacular for a 
couple of hours. 

“We don’t know how it started 
but there were around 50 cars 
involved. 


“They were all well alight when 
we got there. There were probably 
several thousand cars at the scrap 
yard but we managed to confine 
the fire to a corner of the site.” 

The cars were stacked three or 
four high. Firefighters said the 
yard was secure. 

But Mr Clarke added: “We had 
to be aware of the potential for the 
stacks to fall over and the poten¬ 
tial for explosions. There were 
ongoing explosions - gas struts 
going off, air bags popping.” 


Boss of 
police in 
vow on 
buildings 

POLICE buildings in the 
Midlands are continually 
being reviewed to make 
them more accessible to the 
public, the police commis¬ 
sioner said. 

It comes after it emerged 
Walsall police station is to 
close and around 200 offi¬ 
cers relocated to the 
council’s Civic Centre or 
Bloxwich under new plans. 

Moves for a new £13 
million replacement head¬ 
quarters in the town centre 
have been scrapped, with 
Bloxwich police station 
becoming the borough’s 
main base. 

Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner Bob Jones said 
“As a matter of course we 
continually review our 
estate to ensure buildings 
are fit for purpose, cost effi¬ 
cient, and provide the best 
possible service to the com¬ 
munity. 

“We are exploring ways to 
make policing more accessi¬ 
ble in the context of the fact 
that many police stations 
are now significantly under¬ 
used. 

“Research has shown that 
some of our buildings are not 
welcoming and in the wrong 
location for the public. 

“If these proposals go 
ahead it will see policing 
move into the heart of 
Walsall and will make it 
easier for people to access 
local services. 

Officers to 
be tracked 
by public 

POLICE officers on the beat 
will be tracked as part of a 
pioneering scheme to let the 
public see where they’ve 
been. 

Officers from the Tipton 
Neighbourhood Team will 
be hooked up to a GPS 
system which allows the 
public to keep tabs on their 
patrol route as part of the 
Track-a-Cop pilot. 

The team will then regu¬ 
larly upload route maps to 
their Twitter feed @Tipton- 
GreenNPT meaning resi¬ 
dents will be able to see 
exactly where officers have 
been on the beat. 

The scheme is the brain¬ 
child of the team’s Sgt Dave 
Rogers. People can track Pc 
Tranter by following @Tip- 
tonGreenNPT or using the 
hastag #trackacop on 
Twitter. 
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Groups at 
hall can 
move to 
new home 

FITNESS enthusiasts who 
use Wednesbury Leisure 
Centre will be given a new 
venue while the site is closed 
to allow the swimming pool 
to be demolished and a new 
centre to be built. 

The dilapidated centre is 
is to be closed at the end of 
the month while the new £7 
million centre is con¬ 
structed, although at first it 
was thought the sports hall 
would stay open during the 
work. 

But the bowling club and 
fitness classes which have 
been using the hall have now 
been told they can use the 
nearby Wednesbury Town 
Hall. 

Wednesbury Councillors 
are now trying to organise 
for all classes and clubs at 
the centre to be moved to the 
town hall. 

Councillor Elaine Costi- 
gan said some classes and 
groups had already relo¬ 
cated to the town hall, such 
as the over-50s keep fit 
classes. She said: “We are 
working to try and get every¬ 
thing moved to the town 
hall, so no-one misses out.” 

Only the swimming pools 
and gym at Wednesbury 
Leisure Centre will be 
demolished. The sports hall 
will remain intact, but will 
be closed until the new 
centre is built.

College plan leaves no room for businesses 


BUSINESSES at The Public would be 
kicked out if plans to turn it into a sixth 
form college go ahead - but there will be 
space for art exhibitions, it has emerged. 

The 29 firms based at the arts centre are 
facing an uncertain future after the 
announcement that Sandwell College could 
take it over. 

And vice-principal Scott Upton has said 
that although the ground floor would 
remain exhibition space, there would be no 
room for companies there. 


“I do not see a situation where we could 
share the building with them [busi¬ 
nesses],” he said. “The reason is safeguard¬ 
ing. The idea of having members of the 
public walking around while teaching is 
taking place, is a non-starter.” 

Mr Upton said the future of the firms 
based at The Public was ‘not the college’s 
concern’ and he understood most of the 
businesses were on short-term leases only. 

“The lease is between the council and the 
businesses,” he said. 


“The college’s responsibility is the edu¬ 
cation and learning of the people of West 
Bromwich. 

“I can’t provide businesses with other 
bases. We’re acting in the interests of learn¬ 
ers.” 

Mr Upton said they were looking at 
having around 80 per cent of the building 
for the college, and 20 per cent for art space. 

One business based at The Public is 
LearnPlay Foundation, a not-for-profit 
company which offers apprenticeships to 


youngsters wanting to work in digital 
media. It employs 200 people. 

Boss Ro Hands said: “I am stunned the 
college is not even talking to us. I don’t see 
how we could get the same terms we’re 
offered here, elsewhere.” 

The Public managing director Linda 
Saunders said she was sorry to hear busi¬ 
nesses would have to leave. 

“I think that’s a sad loss for West 
Bromwich,” she said. 


Balloons carry message 
of support for Hie Public 



A COLOURFUL protest was 
held against council plans to 
turn The Public arts centre into 
a sixth form college. 

Bosses, businesses and groups based at 
the centre in New Street, West Bromwich, 
got together for the spectacular protest. 

The balloon launch followed the setting 
up of a petition by one of the tenants at 
The Public, the LearnPlay Foundation. 

They launched a campaign, #LoveOur- 
Public, and people can share their mes¬ 
sages of support and sign an online 
petition. 

Members of the foundation, and people 
from the tea dance and knitting groups, 
staff, and workers from other businesses 
based at the building, all attended the 
balloon launch to signal their support for 
the centre. 

Linda Saunders, managing director of 
The Public said: “The Public is widely 
used by so many members of the commu¬ 
nity for such a diverse range of activities. 

“It’s been absolutely fantastic that so 
many members of the community joined 
us to show their support. The messages of 
support we’ve had from across the 
borough has been overwhelming.” 

Vocational 

It was revealed recently that talks were 
taking place between bosses at Sandwell 
Council and Sandwell College over the 
future of the £72 million arts centre, and 
the possibility of turning it into a base for 
500 A-level students. 

College principal Val Bailey has said 
The Public could be a ‘perfect fit’ and 
moving the sixth form to the building 
would free up space on the Sandwell 
College campus, in nearby Spon Lane, to 
expand vocational courses. 

Sandwell Council took over the man¬ 
agement of the centre in 2009, and contin¬ 
ues to pump £1.5 million a year into the 
building. 

Council leader Councillor Darren 
Cooper has said the authority has gone as 
far as they can with the building. 

Also backing the campaign to save The 
Public is mysterious Black Country 
‘ghostwriter’, known as AJW. He has 
posted a number of beer mats to the venue 
with message of support. For half a 
century the artist, whose identity is 
unknown, has baffled locals by leaving 
sketches of 1940s Hollywood star Mario 
Lanza in pubs, shops, libraries and public 
buildings. 


COUNCIL chiefs are to visit West 
Bromwich town hall to assess its potential 
as an entertainment venue if The Public 
becomes a sixth formcentre. 

Deputy Sandwell Council leader Council¬ 
lor Mahboob Hussain said: “I am due to visit 
the town hall to look at it myself to see what 
options we can use it for. 

“It could be office accommodation or a 
venue. It will be in the region of £100,000 to 
bring it into use, but we haven’t made the 


decision on the way to go forward.” 

Council bosses said earlier this year they 
hoped to turn the building in High Street 
into a venue to rival Wolverhampton’s Civic 
Hall and invest cash into installing music 
and lighting systems. The Grade Il-listed 
town hall dates back to 1874. 

Councillor Hussain added that the 
council was also working with the commu¬ 
nity in Wednesbury to decide how to make 
better use of their town hall in Holyhead 


hall as a venue 

Road. Another option being looked at for 
the sites could see the council giving them to 
the voluntary sector to run on a lease. A 
decision over West Bromwich town hall is 
expected to be made by the autumn. 

Building on The Public started in 1995 
and after a number of delays the centre 
opened in 2008. In 2001 a damning report 
concluded that it represented limited value 
for money. The Arts Council contributed 
£31.8m to the project.

A FATHER whose son was struck down 
with leukaemia, has completed a 50-mile 
cycle ride to try to help other sick children. 

Jason Addison, aged 42 of Somerford 
Way, Coseley, set off from his home at 8am 
to ride to Shrewsbury in aid of Birmingham 
Children’s Hospital cancer ward. 

His son Scott, now 18, was treated there 
when he was diagnosed with leukaemia 
aged just five and he spent three years 
undergoing chemotherapy. Although Scott 
is now in remission Jason, who is the direc¬ 
tor of Addison Tyres in Princes End, 
Tipton, is determined to keep raising cash. 

He was inspired by eight-year-old Joshua 
Jackson, of Tipton, who is a friend of the 
family, and is being treated for his second 


bout of leukaemia. Jason said: “We went 
through a lot with my son and his treat¬ 
ments, and it’s not a nice experience. 

“My son’s now in remission, but Josh has 
relapsed. It’s a terrible thing for parents to 
go through.” 

Jason undertook the ride on Sunday with 
friend Paul Dunn, also 42 from Coseley, and 
raised £500. 

Now he is planning two mammoth rides - 
one from London to Paris next year, and 
from John O’Groats to Land’s End the year 
after. Over the past few years Addison Tyres 
has raised thousands of pounds for cancer 
and leukaemia charities.

TRIBUTES have been paid to an Oldbury 
church minister and his wife who died in an 
horrific car crash just a mile from their home. 

Rev John Bedford and wife Audrey were killed 
when their grey Volvo collided with a black Audi.

They travelled the world 
so Mr Bedford could preach, 
his loyal wife, 81, always by 
his side. They also led 
church building missions in 
South America. They leave 
three children and six 
grandchildren. 

Friend Reg Webb, 70, of 
Oak Road, Oldbury spoke of 
the tragic loss. 

“John was a powerful and 
effective preacher and 
teacher, and an excellent 
personal counsellor,” he 
said. 

Enriched 

“Their lives enriched the 
lives of many hundreds of 
people in a number of coun¬ 
tries.” 

Freda Boore, 80, of nearby 
Monckton Road, added: 

“They were a nice couple 
who were always available to 
help people out. 

“The news was a great 
shock and I’m really upset. 

They’ll be sadly missed.” 

Brian and Joyce Collett, 
members of the Kings Com¬ 
munity Church in Oldbury, 
knew the couple for more 
than 30 years. 

Mr Collett, 75, of Brand-

TWO fraudsters attached a 
mobile phone to a cash 
machine to record victims’ pin 
numbers as part of an opera¬ 
tion to steal bank details. 

Nuer Isleam and Nicolae Moldoveanu 
were foiled in their attempt to obtain 
bank cards and pin numbers from a 
machine in Hagley Road, Oldbury. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court was told 
last week that the pair’s operation 
involved attaching a mobile phone to the 
roof of the cash machine with a magnet. 

The phone recorded the pin number of 
someone using the cash machine. 

They also fitted a device over the card 
reader that would prevent the card being 
returned. 

David Lees, prosecuting, said officers 
were on patrol in the area on March 15 
at around 5.30am following reports of a 
number of cash machines being tar¬ 
geted. 

Machine 

Mr Lees added: “About half-an-hour 
after the police checks the defendants 
went up to the cash machine on Hagley 
Road. 

“On CCTV they could be seen with a 
mobile phone device they attached this 
to the top of the cash machine. 

“Around 30 minutes later a Mr O’Con¬ 
nor went to the machine to request £200 
but the machine wouldn’t return his 
card and didn’t supply the cash.” 

Officers saw Isleam and Moldoveanu 
in a car and found £1,500 in cash on 
them. They searched the pair’s property 
and discovered a number of articles con¬ 
nected to bank fraud. 

Isleam and Moldoveanu both aged 25 
of Bushmore Road, Birmingham, 
pleaded guilty to a charge of possession 
of an article to commit fraud and were 
given an eight-month sentence sus¬ 
pended for two years. They must pay 
£750 each in court costs.

Witch way to look 
at an old computer

Former Wolverhampton 
students tell TOM MASON 
of the fun and faults when 
using the Electronic Brain 

SILICON Valley and Bletchley 
Park may have been the pio¬ 
neers in computing - but the 
former Wolverhampton and 
Staffordshire Technical College 
also had an impact on early 
technology. 

The world’s oldest working digital 
computer, The Harwell Dekatron, had a 
home in Wolverhampton for more than 
16 years. 

Dubbed the ‘Electronic Brain’, the 
computer began its working life in 1951 
at the former Harwell RAF base, near 
Oxford, where it was used to help in 
atomic technology research. 

But just five years later the machine 
was outdated. However, instead of being 
dismantled, it was saved and became a 
competition prize for colleges across the 
country. 

Teaching 

More than 30 entered the prestigious 
contest - including the technical College, 
which is now the University of Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

It was Wolverhampton which won the 
bid and the computer moved to its new 
home in 1956. 

By June 1957 it was operational and 
students had their first chance to use the 
machine, which remained one of only 17 
computers in the UK. 

During its time in the Black Country it 
became known as Witch - Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Instrument for Teaching Computa¬ 
tion from Harwell. 

Fast forward more than five decades as 
the very students who were some of the 
first to work on the computer in Wolver¬ 
hampton were invited to see the machine 
at its current home at The National 
Museum of Computing at Bletchley Park. 


Professor Derek Sheldon, aged 74, was 
one of the earliest users of the machine 
in 1959 when he was college student. 

He had mixed experiences of its abili¬ 
ties during his time studying for a 
Diploma in Technical and Mechanical 
Engineering. 

“It was amazing getting our first 
results but at times the machine didn’t 
always work and would just freeze, 
often at a crucial moment,” Professor 
Sheldon, who lives in Solihull, says. 

“Having said that, we weren’t really 
told how to use it and there was no 
manual. We were just shown it and told 


to give it ago.” Professor Sheldon would 
go on to get a PhD from Bristol Univer¬ 
sity thanks to the machine and worked 
for some of the UK’s biggest companies 
before setting up his own firm. 

He adds “It’s amazing to see it 
working again. What the people have 
done here is amazing.” 

Peter Burden was still a schoolboy at 
Wolverhampton Municipal Grammar 
School in 1961 when he first laid eyes on 
the WITCH. 

“I didn’t really realise the signifi¬ 
cance of it when I first saw it, it was just 
a machine for computing complex 


sums,” says the 70-year-old from Penn. 
“It was a marvellous machine to play 
with, especially with all those lights and 
switches, it was all rather fun.” 

He used the machine to work out thou¬ 
sands of combinations for locks and keys 
for the Wolverhampton lockmakers, 
Chubb, and would later have a key role to 
play when the machine was finally 
restored. 

As Kevin Murrell, trustee of the 
TNMOC says: “The machine had lived a 
very charmed.” 

After finishing it’s time at the univer¬ 
sity it was sent to Birmingham Museum 
of Science and Industry. 

Kevin, a typical geeky teen from Birm¬ 
ingham, fell in love with the machine 
during the 1970s and would make 
regular trips to sketch the machine, 
which would remain on display until the 
museums closure in 1997. 

However he would be re-united with 
the machine many years later. 

Cleared 

He says: “I was at one of the museum 
storage in Birmingham looking for 
another computer in a pile of things that 
included a stuffed owl and an Art Deco 
chip fryer from Stourbridge. 

“We cleared a few things and I hap¬ 
pened to look down on the floor and see a 
control panel that I recognised, I knew 
instantly I had found the Witch.” 

He adds: “The machine is not as fast as 
others but it is more reliable than any 
other computer of its time.

Food staff 
set for vote 
on changes 
to working 


WORKERS at a food company are being bal¬ 
loted over controversial plans to change the 
shifts of 1,500 staff at its four Black Country 
factories to a seven-day working week. 

Members of union Unite claim they have been told the 


future of the 2 Sisters’ four 
plants in Smethwick, West 
Bromwich and Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, could be under threat if 
they don’t agree to the 
moves, which would see staff 
work five days out of seven. 

Unite regional officer Des 
Quinn said: “They have told 
us...if we don’t agree to it 
they will shut all four sites. 

“A couple of months back 
the company told us it had a 
deteriorating financial per¬ 
formance at the West Mid¬ 
lands factories and had to 
make changes to shift 
arrangements.” 

But 2 Sisters spokesman 
Andrew Hanson said the 
group refuted there had 
been any threat to the facto¬ 
ries - two at Alpha Business 
Park in Smethwick, Dial 
Lane, West Bromwich, and 
Lincoln Street, Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

“This is about giving the 
sites a longer term future, 
but we need the workforce to

come with us. There has 
never been a threat to close 
the factories.” 

Mr Hanson said 2 Sisters 
had won business from 
supermarkets over the past 
18 months. The group said 
in March that 500jobs would 
be created in the Black 
Country as a result of the 
surge in orders. 

“To meet the new demand 
we need to move from five- 
day working with overtime 
to operating on a seven-day 
basis. Any company working 
for supermarkets has to be 
competitive on pricing and 
quality,” he added. 

Mr Quinn said members 
were being balloted on the 
change allied to a 20p-an- 
hour pay increase from 
August 1 with all days except 
Christmas Day, normal 
working days and no time off 
in lieu for bank holidays.

Man of letters takes 
on prime ministers

OVER the course of his 35- 
year political career, former 
Sandwell mayor Bill Archer 
often felt the need to put pen 
to paper to set prime minis¬ 
ters straight. 

And now the ex-councillor has 
revealed his collection of hundreds of 
replies from the country’s leaders past 
and present. 

Mr Archer, a former Wednesbury 
North councillor and the first Conser¬ 
vative mayor of Sandwell, felt the need 
to educate all-comers from Margaret 
Thatcher through to David Cameron 
about the ‘real world’. 

And he kept each and every reply to 


all of his letters, including those from 
Mr Cameron, Tony Blair, Gordon 
Brown, John Major and one from the 
office of Baroness Thatcher. 

Mr Archer, of Churchfields Road in 
Wednesbury, said: “It’s a record of 35 
years of trying to get through to prime 
ministers and MPs about what life is 
really like out here. 

Persuasion 

“I want to get through to them 
because they don’t really understand 
what life is like here. 

“I’ve got literally hundreds and hun¬ 
dreds of letters in reply.” 

And it is not just Prime Ministers he 
has been writing to since he started his 
local government career in 1974 - he 


has written to MPs in every geograph¬ 
ical area and of every political persua¬ 
sion including cabinet members, and 
prominent figures such as Michael Por¬ 
tillo, Jack Straw, and former mayor of 
London Ken Livingstone. 

And the 86-year-old is still doing it 
today, having only received a response 
from David Cameron last week after 
writing to him about Europe, gay mar¬ 
riage and other issues. 

Mr Archer said: “Often all you get is 
a letter from the secretary, saying 
‘thank you very much for taking the 
time to inform us on what’s going on’. 

“You never get the replies back you 
really need, but I try to get through to 
them.”

A DESCENDANT of a Wolver¬ 
hampton boot and shoe¬ 
making dynasty has been 
reunited with pictures of his 
family after they were discov¬ 
ered during the renovation of 
a former factory. 

John Baker, whose great-great 
grandfather James founded Baker’s 
Boots in 1850, was the guest of honour 
at a launch event that has seen the 
former factory in All Saints, turned 
into an engineering training centre. 

Mr Baker, aged 86, who lives near 
Claverley, was returning to the factory 
in Cleveland Road for the first time in 
more than 40 years. 

The former shoe boss was there for 
the opening of Engineering Real 
Results (ERR), which trains and edu¬ 
cates students in construction in the 
heart of the Grade II listed building. 

The pictures of the Baker family are 
now being hung in the boardroom of

the ERR centre and will eventually 
include a portrait of John Baker. He 
said: “I haven’t been to this factory for 
such a long time but there are features 
that are the same. 

“The factory floor is a lot more open 
now but the sky lights and the brick 
and iron rafters haven’t changed. 

“It’s good to see the factory being 
used for modern engineering purposes 
but at the same time not losing sight of 
its past. 

History 

“It lay derelict for some time, which 
was always sad, but I’m delighted to 
see it up and running like today. It’s 
important its history isn’t forgotten. 

The ceremony was attended by 
Mayor of Wolverhampton Christine 
Mills who spoke of the history of the 
factory, which used to provide boots for 
soldiers during the Second World War. 

ERR managing director Phil 


Prosser, of Oldbury, unearthed the pic¬ 
tures. “When I moved to the boot 
factory it was a shell and while sorting 
through its abandoned rooms, inside a 
dusty old cupboard I found black and 
white framed Victorian photographs,” 
he said. “It turned out they used to 
hang in the boardroom, which I was in 
the process of renovating. 

“I have a lot of good memories of the 
boot factory from my childhood 
because every year me and my family 
would go to Cleveland Road to buy my 
dad new work boots and pair of best 
shoes. 

“I remember it with great fondness. 

“When I found the photographs I 
thought it was only right to restore 
them to their rightful place on the 
walls - then we realised there was one 
owner missing. 

“Somebody mentioned John Baker 
was still living in the Midlands, so I 
began a search to find him and reunite 
him with his family. 

“I’m glad it was successful.”

Boss of haulage 
business given 
a nine-year ban 


THE OWNER of an Oldbury business who 
coerced his drivers into breaking safety laws 
has been disqualified from operating in the 
haulage industry for nine years. 

The order against Rajinder Gupta was made by the 


Traffic Commissioner for 
the West Midlands Nick 
Jones after a public inquiry 
into his business, Drywall 
Steel Sections Ltd, based in 
West Bromwich Street. 

The decision comes into 
force on June 1 and will 
prevent Mr Gupta from 
running vehicles in 
England, Scotland and 
Wales for nine years.

The inquiry, which took 
place in March, heard how 
an investigation into the 
firm began after a driver was 
stopped using an 18-ton 
vehicle without the correct 
driving licence. 

A VOSA traffic examiner 
found a total of 324 offences 
had been committed by 
drivers. 

One driver had created 
false records of his work, did 
not take sufficient daily 
rests and exceeded 10 hours 
driving in a day. At an inter¬ 
view with the VOSA exam-

iner, driver Keith White said 
he had not been given any 
training by the company and 
none of the offences had 
been pointed out to him. 

The false record, he 
claimed, had been made 
under the instruction of 
Rajinder Gupta, who denied 
this at the hearing. Mr 
Gupta also noted drivers had 
been given warnings about 
their offences and that he 
had asked Mr White for his 
driving licence details on 
several occasions. 

Mr Jones also disqualified 
company director, Sunita 
Gupta, for six months after 
she played a passive role in 
the business. He also 
refused to give a new licence 
to a firm associated with Mr 
Gupta, Drylining and 
Ceiling Supplies Ltd, 
because it operated illegally 
using a licence disc supplied 
by Drywall Steel Supplies.

Entertaining play

The Mousetrap, Grand 
Theatre, Wolverhampton 

WHEN the queen of crime, 
Agatha Christie, saw The 
Mousetrap open in London’s 
West End back in 1952, I won- 
derwhether she herself thought 
it had the potential to run con¬ 
tinuously for the next 60 years. 

It certainly isn’t the very best 
example of her work - other 
murder mysteries are equally as 
gripping - and yet there is still 
something very special about 
the way it has held audiences in 
the palm of its hand for over six 
decades. 

In true Christie style, a group 
of quirky characters are assem¬ 
bled, this time at a small 
country guest house. After 
hearing of a murder, they 
become increasingly uneasy in 
the company of one another as 
their suspicions are aroused. 

Well that’s it in a nutshell, but 
the appeal and longevity of The 
Mousetrap has always been the 
surprising twist at thae end 
which audiences are asked not 
to reveal. 

The performance style is 


exaggerated and over the top, 
but works perfectly as the script 
is humorous and very ‘English.’ 
It isn’t taxing on the brain and 
the storyline glides along at just 
the right pace. The set is excel¬ 
lent and so visually authentic. 

Corrie star, Bruno Langley is 
the quintessential English gent 
Giles Ralston, coupled perfectly 
with ex-EastEnder, Jemma 
Walker as his wife Mollie, whose 
excellent portrayal of her char¬ 
acter gives the impression she is 
a woman with a secret from the 
very start. 

Steven France as Christopher 
Wren brings just the right 
amount of humor to the piece 
and there is a wonderfully droll 
performance from Karl 
Howman as Mr Paravicini.

E lizabeth and Philip. Mention 
those two names, and 
probably the people that 
come to mind are our present 
Queen and her consort, the Duke 
of Edinburgh. 

Whether Joe Weisberg, former 
CIA member and the creator of The 
Americans, had them in mind when 
he came up with the characters 
featured here remains a mystery; 
they certainly don’t have much in 
common with those denizens of the 
House of Windsor. 

Instead of focusing on their 
marriage, it tells the story of two 
KGB agents who are posing as 
ordinary Americans in suburban 
Washington DC. 

For those of us not around at the 
time, it’s difficult to imagine just how 
paranoid the world was during the 
Cold War. However, this fascinating 
new drama should provide viewers 
with an education into the last few 
years of the situation. 

Set just after the start of Ronald 
Reagan’s term as US President in 
1981, it begins by making it clear 
that despite having entered into a 


marriage of convenience, Philip 
and Elizabeth have developed real 
feelings together. 

The pair have become genuinely 
close and now have a passionate 
relationship, as well as two children 

- 13-year-old Paige and Henry, 10 

- who have no idea of their parents’ 
true identity. 

Philip is played by Matthew 
Rhys, whose previous most high- 
profile roles have come as Kevin 
Walker in the US series Brothers 
and Sisters, and the ITV drama The 
Scapegoat. 

“I think where you find Philip in the 
first episode is: he’s come to a point 
in his life where he is no longer 
defined by his job,” says Rhys. ‘The 
priority now in his life is his children. 
He’s realised that his and Elizabeth’s 
job has a shelf life and that the vice 
is slowly tightening and it’s 
something they can’t sustain. 

“I think his real ambition in life is 
to secure the future for his children 
and for him and Elizabeth, really. 

His super-objective is to make sure 
that they’re all safe - and the only 
real way to do that is to get out.” 


Philip thinks the perfect 
opportunity to do just that takes 
place in the first episode after he 
and his wife are ordered to kidnap 
Timoshev, a big shot at the KGB 
who recently defected to the US. 

But the mission goes horribly 
wrong, and they’re left with a 
hostage they can’t seem to get rid 
of. 

Philip thinks they should hand 
Timoshev back and defect 
themselves, but Elizabeth is 
horrified - she’s still loyal to Mother 
Russia. But this division in their 
marriage is soon forgotten when an 
FBI agent moves in next door, and 
it’s clear he’s suspicious of his new 
neighbours... 

Whether The Americans 
becomes ITV’s answer to Channel 
4’s Homeland remains to be seen, 
but it certainly has potential. 

It’s also unusual for the 
broadcaster to show a US import, 
especially on a Saturday night - 
fingers crossed it works out well, 
because we’re intrigued to see how 
this Elizabeth and Philip’s story 
develops.

Citroen letting the sun shine in

READERS of a certain age will 
remember how we once broke into 
a tin of sardines for supper; by 
rolling the thin metal lid off with a 
little key. 

You had to guard against either cutting your¬ 
self on the edges of the lid as it rolled itself into 
a cylinder, or be prepared for spillage and 
smelling like a fish counter for the rest of the 
evening. I’m not suggesting the latest version 
of Citroen’s chic DS3 owes anything to an oily 


sardine, except that when you let the sunshine 
in, the new Cabrio unwinds its fabric roof in 
something approaching an unconscious tribute 
to the humble toast topper. 

The push of an overhead button furls the 
roof (and pulls it back up) in 16 seconds and at 
speeds up to 75mph, so a sudden English 
summer shower needs hold no terrors of damp 
seats and ruined hair. 

Better still, even with the roof folded right 
back, the heater was able to keep out the chill 
of a spring morning, with snow on the ground, 


so long as you kept speeds down to a town-like 
pace. Which is what, I’d guess, most DS3 
Cabrios will be doing for most of their life. The 
range, which stretches from £15,045 to the 
£19,675 of the test car, is likely to be bought 
mostly by urban ladies who also looked at the 
MINI Convertible or Fiat 500C before heading 
for France. 

What an owner of the DS3 and Fiat soft-tops 
share is a car that’s not really a full convertible, 
which takes all the roof away when you want 
the sun on max. 


Both cars leave the roof sides intact when the 
roof vanishes; good for keeping rattles at bay 
but giving more the feel of a giant sunroof than 
the real thing. 

Pleasant enough though to imagine lots of 
people going for this version of a car that’s 
already Citroen’s biggest seller in Britain. 

At launch there are three versions of the 
Cabrio, adding a substantial £2,345 for the 
privilege of the folding roof (Fiat charges 
more - £3,000, precisely - to remove the roof 
from its 500). Most popular is expected to be the 


midrange DStyle with 120 horsepower and a 
£17,425 price tag. An automatic version of this 
model (£18,525) should now be available and 
might be an ideal, clutchless, in-town compan¬ 
ion. 

Keeping some of the metal roof in place 
means less need for extra strengthening in a 
cabrio version, meaning only a modest 25kg 
weight penalty over the tin-top DS3, when 
rivals find themselves adding four times that to 
keep things nice and rigid.

Volvo V40 

versatile 
and value 
for money 

Let’s be honest with ourselves here; do we 
like the idea of 4x4s because we frequently 
get stuck crossing fields? 

Or is it because they look a bit tougher, give a more com¬ 
manding view of the road and are a bit more interesting 
than a standard hatchback? 

You can answer that one for yourself but the reality for 
many people is that four-wheel drive is like a diver’s watch; 
useful and practical but rarely extended to the limit of its 
abilities. 


But they are hugely 
popular whether they are 
full-on mud pluggers or just 
look like them, which 
explains why Volvo has 
introduced a Cross Country 
version of its V40 hatch¬ 
back. 

There’s a little clarifica¬ 
tion required here too; XC 
in Volvo-speak means SUV( 
such as the XC60 and XC90. 
But this isn’t an XC, it’s a 
Cross Country, so the major¬ 
ity of the range is only avail¬ 
able in two-wheel drive. 

That might sound like an 
odd decision, but the 
prospective V40 Cross 
Country customer will be 
more interested to hear 
about how it has improved 
cabin storage compared to 
the standard car, right down 
to a slot for the ice scraper 
with a drainage channel in 
the front door pockets - 
very clever. 

Storage 

In fact, the V40 is packed 
with this sort of thing, with 
the option of a folding front 
passenger seat, a storage 
pack for the boot with rails 
and dividers, and a clever 
false boot floor that can be 
flipped, removed or folded 
together. 

It’s the kind of attention 
to detail that Volvo is well 
known for, and makes a car 
like this so much easier to 
live with. 

The most obvious 
changes are outside 
however, where the Cross 
Country wears all the trap¬ 
pings of an off-road 
machine. 

There are chunkier 
bumpers, substantial scuff 
plates, smart roof rails fin¬ 
ished in silver and a choice 
of alloy wheels including 
handsome 19-inchers. 

The Cross Country also 
comes in a unique colour 
dubbed Raw Copper - it 
looks a lot nicer than it 
sounds. 

Add to that the ride 
height raised by 40mm and 
arguably you have a car that 
makes the standard V40 
look a little plain - unless 
you go for the R-Design 
version, of course - which is 
no coincidence. 

Unlike the rest of the 
range, the top T5 model 
comes with four-wheel drive 
as standard, and all the 
better for it; the T5 designa¬ 
tion means there is a tur¬ 
bocharged five-cylinder 
engine under the bonnet 
pumping out 254 horse-

power and 2951b.ft of 
torque. 

Taken to the wheels 
through a six-speed auto¬ 
matic transmission, the 
Cross Country T5 has the 
numbers to make it some¬ 
thing of a performance car; 
0-62mph is despatched in 
under seven seconds and 
the top speed is only a frac¬ 
tion short of 150mph. It 
feels that fast on the move 
too. 

And the four-wheel drive 
system is clever and highly 
effective; some time spent 
driving the Cross Country 
on a frozen lake in Sweden 
revealed that it is secure 
and reassuring with Volvo’s 
DTSC system switched on, 
and surprisingly playful and 
fun with it turned off. 

The modest flurries of 
snow and cold weather in 
the UK wouldn’t trouble it 
in the slightest. 

The seats are superb 
(with the option of contrast¬ 
ing trim, which looks pretty 
smart), the driving position 
is excellent and, of course, a 
fraction higher thanks to 
the increase in ride height, 
and the dashboard is both 
visually attractive and easy 
to use. 

Standard 

The standard V40 is far 
from impractical but the 
added features on the Cross 
Country version are still 
welcome. 

It sounds much too like 
an advertising slogan but it 
gives a strong impression of 
being equipped for life, with 
plenty of thought given to 
the layout and how it can 
best suit a multitude of 
users and situations. 

In fact, there are only two 
quibbles with the V40 Cross 
Country. Firstly is the price, 
with this T5 version check- 
ingin at almost £34,000, but 
then that is to be expected of 
a range-topper. 

The second is the four- 
wheel drive; go for a cheaper 
version with a more eco¬ 
nomical diesel and you lose 
the traction of two driven 
wheels. 

However, if there’s suffi¬ 
cient interest, the decision 
may be reversed, and you 
also have to honestly ask 
whether you really need 
four-wheel drive at all.

EAGLES MAY SWOOP 
FOR 0DEMWINGIE 


ALBION hope Crystal Palace’s dramatic 
return to the Premier League could help 
trigger a summer scramble for Hawthorns 
outcast Peter Odemwingie. 

The Baggies will look to offload the Nigeria international 
after his acrimonious fall-out with the club. And they will 
hope the Eagles’ victory in Monday’s Championship play¬ 
off final against Watford could add another potential buyer 
to the mix, driving up any transfer fee. 


Palace considered a move 
for Odemwingie in January 
and contact was made with 
the 31-year-old’s former rep¬ 
resentatives, but the inter¬ 
est was never firmed up with 
the player not keen on 
Championship football and 
Albion unwilling to consider 
a loan. 

However, the Eagles’ rise 
to the top flight - with a 
guaranteed minimum 
£120m windfall including 
parachute payments - will 
increase their spending 
power significantly and 
could see a renewed effort to 
land Odemwingie. 

Admirer 

Palace need to replace star 
forward Wilfried Zaha, who 
will complete his move to 
Manchester United after 
signing in January before re¬ 
turning to Selhurst Park on 
loan. 

And leading scorer Glenn 
Murray is likely to miss the 
first half of the Premier 
campaign after damaging a 
cruciate knee ligament. 

Hull are also monitoring 
Odemwingie with Tigers 
boss Steve Bruce a long¬ 
standing admirer. 

Palace’s elevation was 
secured by a penalty fired 
home by former Albion, Villa 
and Blues favourite Kevin 
Phillips. 

If he is offered a deal by 
Palace and plays next season, 
he would be at 40 the oldest

outfield player - edging out 
39-year-old Ryan Giggs. 

And Super Kev, who is out 
of contract following his loan 
spell from Blackpool, said: “If 
something is offered to me, 
I’d be daft to turn it down. It 
would make me the oldest 
outfield player in the 
Premier League. 

“I know what my role 
would be - bit-part. But it’s 
the Premier League and I’ve 
experienced it before, it’s an 
awesome league.” 

One potential Albion 
striker target, meanwhile, is 
Anderlecht’s Dieumerci 
Mbokani. 

But the Baggies’ possible 
hopes of signing the DR 
Congo international could 
hinge on the outcome of a 
passport application. 

Mbokani has applied for a 
Belgian passport, which 
would allow him to play any¬ 
where in the European 
Union without a work 
permit. But without an EU 
passport, the Kinshasa-born 
27-year-old would need a 
work permit, which is tradi¬ 
tionally tough to obtain for 
players from countries 
outside FIFA’s top 70.
